The arguments filed 05/28/2008 have been fully considered but are not persuasive to overcome the obviousness rejection of record. As 
previously stated, one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would have been motivated to combine the reference 
teachings as previously stated because Parslow et al. teach that compositions comprising fungal cellulases are useful for cleaning and 
softening natural and synthetic fibers and that neutral/alkaline cellulases have the advantage of better wash performance within a wider pH 
range. Furthermore, as previously stated MPEP 2143 states other rationales that support a conclusion of obviousness including "(B) 
Simple substitution of one known element for another to obtain predictable Results". Thus, the claimed invention was within the ordinary 
skill in the art to make and use at the time was made, and was as a whole clearly prima facie obvious.. 
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
